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The following’ list eni))rac(‘s two conoctioiis made by Captain Ivobiii- 
soiK one in the siiinnier of IStKj ^ and the other in the summer of 
tog-ether with a few specimens collected by Mr. ]\Iareiis W. Lyon, jr., 
who accom})anied Ca])tain Uoliinson on his second trip. In this list 
the identitications, (h'scriptions of new species, and critical notes are 
1)V Dr. Richmond and the held notes by Captain Robinson. 

For detailed information relating to the second trip, tin' localities 
visited, etc., the reader is referred to the introductory remarks in the 
paper on the mammals, pages 135 to 132 of this volume.

(1^ by IJ inches). There was in the ovari(\s a second egg the size of 
a cherry. The natives stated that it ku^s l)ut two eggs. Its tlesh is 
white and tender. Irides light brown; tarsi olive. 

Another and considerably larger species of tinamou was said to l)e 
found at San Julian.

They were said to be quite common about 5 miles 
east of San dulian. They liave the haliit of erecting and throwing foj*- 
ward their tim\ recurved (*rest. In captivity they ai‘e a much (iiiieter 
])ird than the guacharaea, th(‘ii- principal note being a long, descending 
whistle, almost exadly like tln^ sound made when the aii' brakes on a 
train ai-(‘ released. 

AVhile at San Julian the natives several times n'ported that they had 
seen sonn^ ''camates,” a bird described as midwa}Mn size between a 
pauxi and a guacharaca.

UTACllAKAtA. 

A few V(U-y shy^ individuals were seen up the ravine east of La 
(iiiaira. At San Julian tluw were plentiful on the wooded slopes 
around the valley. Eight were siaaired here, of which five were pre- 
served, and in addition six of various ages were pimdiased and lu’ought 
back aliv(\ At San Julian they uttered their characteristh' noisy (‘ries 
at daybri'ak and at sunset. Th(\v usually go i]i pairs. When they 
are a]>[)i'oached th(\v keiq) up an iu(‘.essant call of alarm, yet all the 
tini(‘ conc(‘al themselves in the tree to})s with great cunning, and it is 
not at all (nisy to get within range. 

It is ditlicadt to (‘onvey an idea of the resonant, vibrant, and trumpet- 
lik(‘ (luality of their notes. The toiK‘ is somewhat like that of a guinea- 
fowl, but much iiiore voluminous. The call note is uttered by the male, 
who is aided by a peculiar d(‘velopment of the windpipe. This, bcd’ore 
passing into the thorax, lains down luAweim the skin and tlcsh of the 
breast to the lowei* end of tin' stcaamm. tlnmce back to the neck. 

As fai' as was observial they k(‘j)t strictly to the branches of the 
trees. The stomachs of those kilh'd were tilhal with the buds and 
blossoms of a small but veiy ])r(4ty whit(‘ and yellow passion dower. 
They also feed on plantains and otln'i* fruit. They are much hunted 
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for food, their lle.sh being white and of tine tlavor. When eaptiired 
young they are easily" doinestieated, and associate freely with chickeirs. 
They are eontiiuiall}^ erecting and throwing forward their frontal 
crest. They have under the throat two oblong bare spots. These 
are red in life, and on hot days, when the liirds are panting, hang down 
like wattles. The beak and tarsi are blue, and skin of face dark blue.

It 
ditl'ers from the other doves and pigeons seen at that place in its note, 
which is a whistle and not a coo, and in the color of its irides, which 
are light grayish blue, instead of reddish yellow. Its llesh is said to 
have an unpleasant, bitter taste.

Aluindant. This is the common oliject of pursuit of the gunners, 
and mim])ers are caught l)y the children in coop traps with tigure-four 
triggers and in snares of horse hair, ilany fledglings were seen at 
San Julian. They di tier very markedly in color from the adults, being 
muchdai’ker and mottled, the back bronzy-green and purple in places. 

Feet purplish in the young. Adults have the irides yellow, feet 
reddish. 

Three specimens were secured, which are to be referred to the 
iVIargaritan form, although they average a trifle larger in wing meas- 
ur(nuents.

The 
nests are not placed in trees as a rule but rather upon brush heaps, in 
tussocks of coarse grass, on bowlders, or on fallen logs. Nests found 
at San Julian on Juh^ 80 and July 31, both on prostrate logs, con- 
tained pipped eggs. A pair 1>uilt on the stump of a papaya tree 
within 20 feet of the door of our hut and hatched early in August. 
The young, naked at first, soon assumed a coat of sulphur-yellow 
down, which with their purplish skin made them unpleasant looking- 
objects.

It was in 
full molt, ehano-ino’ aV)Ove from a )>rown and rufous to a hlaek and 
wbit(‘ plumage. Its stomaeh contained a sparrow 
Cere greenish, i rides brown, tarsi yellow. 

20. RUPORNIS MAGNIROSTRIS (Gmelin). 

LARGE-BILLED RUPORNIS. 

This noisy hawk was common in the dryer foothills at La Guaira 
and at San Julian. A female shot on July 11) had its stomaeh tilled 
with a mass of grasshoppers, crickets, roaches, and other insects, and 
parts of several scorpions. Its cere, lids, i rides, base of lower mandi- 
ble, and tarsi were yellow. A male shot eluly 26 had orange cere a'ud 
tarsi. Its stomach was tilled with a mass of insects and Avith i)arts of 
some small sti-iped lizards. The diet of grasshoppers gives to these 
birds a characteiistic odor Avhich clings to their skins for some time 
after they have beeii cured. 

21. LEUCOPTERNIS ALBICOLLIS (Latham). 

WHITE HAWK. 

S(weral of these tine haAvks Avere seen at San Julian, but oidy one 
was obtained, a female taken eluly 16. Its stoniach eontaiin'd a varied 
assortment — piece's of a snake, crabs, beetles, and grasshoppers. On 
July 81 one was seen tiying around its nest, a ])ulky mass of sticks in 
the top of an immense thorny-ti*unked tree'.

HIVAINSON’S PEARL KITE. 

At San Julian about sunset on July 21) this small hawk, AAhich Avas 
at tirst taken for a gray kingbird, aasis seen to light in the dead top 
of a small tree neai* the road. On being shot it started otl‘ as if 
untouched, l)ut after going some 80 yards spread its Avings and setth'd 
genth^ to the earth, Avhere it Avas found dead. Upon picking it up I 
AA^as at once struck by its coloration, the absence of bars oi* stripes on 
its plumage, the glistening Avhite under surface of its Avings, its rela- 
tiA^ely heaAW feet Avith the tarsi feathei'ed halfway to the toes, the 
heron-like powder doAvn patches on its hips, and its crimson irides. 
Its cere Avas greeji, tarsi velloAV. This A\as the only one seen, although 
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the mitivos stated that it was not rare. Tt was a female and must 
have been an industrious huntei\ as its stomaeh (‘ontained no less 
than 5 of the eonimon small striped lizards {CiKin i<lo 2 )horw^). 

Dr. Sharpe^ quotes (Iw^alrohievd.r vHjifroni^ Lesson (first descudbed 
as I)(Vilalion rufifiuyns Lesson) as a synonym of this speeii's. d'his 
name is, however, referable to F'alro Temmiindv, whieh

xV few of these lieautiful little fcdeons were seen around San Julian. 
The}^ were all in the tops of dead ti’ees high up on the mountain 
sides. A female was shot on July 10 whose stomaeh eontained frag- 
ments of a beetle and the skull and othcu' parts of a ohscimis^ 

one of the swiftest Hying bats. Irides brown, lids, eere, and tarsi 
yellow. The striking (‘ti'eet of the clear dark eyes with tlu^ bidlliant 
o’amboo’e lids against a background of dark plumage is lost in the 
stuffed skin.

Striking a match to examine 
it, I was surprised to find it the nest of a humming bird. The suspend- 
ing cord, composed of twined spider’s webs, was fastened to a pro- 
jecting splinter of stone, and the nest hung almost a foot ])elow. To 
keep it upright and to balance the weight of the bird, quite a mass of 
material was woven below and on the opposite side of the cord. 
It contained two partl}^ incubated eggs. The parent was secured. A 
ie^v days later a second nest, similarlv situated in a cave and contain- 
ing a newl}^ hatclu'd young, was found.

Wh(‘ii at La Giiaiia on July 25, lSi)5, 1 ^aw walking al)out in the 
holes and crannies under a mass of overhano-ino- roots in the ravine 
cast of the town, a enrious-lookini^ lurd which I Recorded in my diary 
at the time as beino- like a chocolate-colored, tailless Carolina wren. I 
had only my insect net and could not secure it. Imai>’inc my surprise 
when, on Jul}^ 2, five years later, I saw under a heap of liiaish, within 
ten feet of tin* i)rioinal spot, another specdmen of the same l)ird. This 
one I secured. It crept about slowly among' the roots and twigs, did 
not use its wings, and moved more like a mouse than a Inrd. 

This individual docs not agree with any of the described species, 
although it appears to be related to J/. i^quaimdafui^ of Selater and 
Salvin. It is, however, not nearly so white ))clow, and the colors of 
the uppei’ pai-ts are darker, judging from the plate.^ 

It may l)c described as follows: Type, female adult. No. 175251, 
U.S.N.M.; La (luaira, July 2, 1000; AVirt Robinson, colleetor’s No. 
1451. Above j\Iars brown, uniform on ])ack, rump, and upper tail- 
coverts, but feathers of head with slightly darker centers; tail and 
wing (piills clove brown, some of the latter bordered with the color of 
the back. AVing-coverts like the back, some of the innermost greater 
coverts with minute russet spots. Throat white, the low('r part tinely 
and rather indistinctly barred vith grayish brown; sides of liead and 
foreneck drab, feathers of the latter part tipped with wood l)rown; 
sides of br(aist, tianks, under tail-eoverts, and abdomen mummy brown, 
more inclining to ProuCs brown on the latter; the tianks and under 
tail-coverts with more or less indistinct l)lackish bars; center of the 
breast, ProuCs brown with V-shaped and U-shaped grayish white 
markings; under wing-coverts wood brown. Bill and feet blackish 
in the dried skin, basal part of mandible paler. AA^ing, 57 ; tail, 20; 
tarsus, 23; culmen, U) millimeters.
